JUROR'S  STATEMENT 


This  Exhibition,  os  o  whole,  is  o  startling  reflection 
of  the  large  pattern  of  ideas  that  exist  on  the  na¬ 
tional  scene.  The  pieces  represent  individual  in¬ 
stances  which  speak,  in  the  main,  of  the  variety 
and  the  proliferation  of  forms  that  occupy  the  at¬ 
tention  of  our  present-day  artist.  While  it  may  not 
be  as  amplified  in  the  individual  expression,  since 
each  sculptor  has  only  entered  one  piece,  my  per¬ 
sonal  response  is  one  of  surprise  and  gratification 
that  such  a  representation  was  possible  within  a 
limited  scope  of  fifty-odd  pieces.  The  collection 
itself  carries  the  message  of  the  shifts  and  changes 
which  are  now  a  port  of  the  American  scene. 

My  impression  of  the  show  is  that,  while  it  is  a 
relatively  small  one,  it  encompasses  practically  all 
of  the  existing  norms  of  American  sculpture.  Sculp¬ 
ture,  as  we  all  know  has  been  the  step-child  of 
the  arts.  This  show  will  not  only  indicate  that 
there  is  increasing  strength  in  sculpture,  but  will 
also  serve  to  indicate  that  we  have  made  inroads 
with  the  public.  As  is  the  case  in  all  exhibitions 
of  this  kind,  some  of  the  work  falters,  but  when  I 
use  the  word  ''falters"  it  does  not  necessarily 
mean  the  work  is  inferior  I  want  to  stress  again 
that  the  show  is  distinctive  and  on  a  very  high  pro¬ 
fessional  level. 

In  the  instance  of  the  award-winning  sculptures,  as 
well  as  those  cited  for  Honorable  Mention  and  the 
Honorary  Award,  it  is  my  feeling  that  they  would 
easily  stand  up  on  their  own  in  any  company  On 
the  whole,  the  community  should  be  proud  of  the 
presentation  and  the  kind  of  community  service 
that  they  are  rendering  to  the  cultural  life  of  the 
South.

SOUTHERN  ASSOCIATION  OF  SCULPTORS,  INC. 

This  Association,  composed  of  active  professional  sculptors 
who  reside  in  the  United  States,  organizes  for  its  members 
the  South's  only  annual  sculpture  exhibition.  As  a  traveling 
exhibition  it  is  displayed  in  various  museums  and  art  galleries 
throughout  the  region,  revisiting  each  area  every  three  or 
four  years. 


SOUTHERN  SCULPTURE:  67 

This  is  the  Association's  third  touring  sculpture  exhibition 
and  the  only  one  of  its  type  in  the  nation.  Since  members  of 
the  Association  had  previously  expressed  interest  in  a  national 
exhibition,  it  was  decided  to  expand  the  scope  of  SOUTHERN 
SCULPTURE:  67  into  o  national  exhibition  to  survey  the  in¬ 
terest  in  this  type  of  exhibition,  Entrants  followed  the  entry 
procedure  of  submitting  photographic  illustrations  to  the 
Association  that  presented  them  to  the  juror  Mr  Theodore 
Roszak.  Mr  Roszak  selected  52  works  by  as  many  sculptors 
residing  in  twenty-nine  states  from  a  total  of  358  entries 
representing  thirty-five  states.  The  juror  then  visited  the  ex¬ 
hibition  and  selected  twelve  award  winners.  This  exhibition 
has  been  co-sponsored  by  ten  art  museums  and  galleries. 
Fees  from  the  sponsoring  institutions  completely  finance  the 
exhibition.

Theodore  Roszak 


JUROR 

The  Association  engages  only  prominent  sculptors  as  furors 
of  its  annual  touring  exhibitions,  Mr  Theodore  Roszak,  an 
internationally  known  sculptor  and  prominent  leader  in  the 
New  York  School,  was  the  juror  for  SOUTHERN  SCULPTURE: 
67  He  was  born  in  Poznan,  Poland  and  moved  to  the  United 
States  when  he  was  two  years  old.  Roszak  studied  at  the 
Art  Institute  of  Chicago  and  the  National  Academy  of  De¬ 
sign.  The  juror  first  exhibited  paintings  and  lithographs  as 
early  as  1928,  but  his  early  constructivist  sculpture  was  not 
shown  until  1940.  His  first  one-man  exhibition  of  his  mature 
sculpture  in  the  express  ion  istic  style  was  in  1951  at  the 
Pierre  Matisse  Gallery  in  New  York  City  In  1956-57  Roszak 
was  given  a  major  retrospective  exhibition,  which  opened  at 
the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  and  visited  four  other 
major  museums.  His  work  has  been  exhibited  in  all  major 
museums  in  this  country  and  many  in  Europe  and  Latin 
America  including  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art, 
Museum  of  Modern  Art,  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  among 
others.  His  work  has  been  included  in  such  international 
exhibitions  os  the  Venice  and  Soo  Paulo  Biennials  and  the 
Brussels,  Poznan  and  New  York's  World  Fairs.  Roszak  has 
received  numerous  awards  from  leading  museums  across  the 
country  including  the  Art  Institute  of  Chicago  and  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  as  well  as  an  international 
award  in  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil.  He  has  been  awarded  several 
fellowships  and  grants  os  well  as  numerous  commissions. 
Roszak  has  served  on  the  National  Council  on  Arts  and  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  President's  Fine  Arts  Commission.
